They Formally Ask Higher Wages and 
That Mills Be Unionized. 


Letter of Eagle Lodge to the Manufacturers—Schedules 
Giving Details of the Increases Asked—Mill Men Urged 
to Co-operate in Bringing About Use of Union Label 
on Goods—Answer Expected by May 1.

Last Thursday Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers presented 
its demands for increase in pay to the mills coming within 
the jurisdiction of the lodge, and in the letter requested 
that the mill owners make answer before May 1. A con- 
ference is suggested provided that the mills do not see fit 
to gramt the request. 

Secretary Mellor, of the lodge, stated this afternoon that 
replies to the communications had been received from some 
of the mills, but that he was not in a position to state the 
nature From another source it is learned 
that none of the mills have granted the demands as yet, 
but their final action is not known. 

The action of Eagle Lodge in bringing this matter be- 
fore the mills seeks to have all of the mills pay the same 
rate of wages for the same line of work, which I under- 
not the case at the present time. This uniform 
schedule applies, only to the lower grades of 
help as on the higher grades the percentage scale comes 
into force and where wages vary at the present, time, they 
will vary under the schedules proposed by Eagle Lodge. 

In the schedule of wages wanted for ragroom employees 
and yard men, it is stated that the slate girls are getting 
now about $1.25 a day, whereas an increase is asked to 
$1.35. A regular uniform schedule of $1.25 a day is 
wanted in place of the variation in wages as at present, 
where the girls receive for the lowest pay $4.50 a week 
to the highest of $8 per week. The yard men and truckers 
get at present from $1.35 to $1.50 a day. It is stated that 
the screen girls on long cut receive 20 cents a hundred 
pounds, and on short cut they work by the day, their pay 
varying in various mills. The pay of the rag room men, 
who work on bleach boilers, dusters or cutters, 
from $1.35 to $1.50 a day.

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DEMAND REMAINS BRISK. 


Better Call for Goods—Mills Continue Busy—Traffic Con- 
gestion In Miami Valley—Effect of Possible 
Labor Troubles. 





More rainy weather and the reaction that always follows 
a holiday have combined to continue the depression in the 
New York paper trade market. The demand, which has 
not been active, has therefore been of somewhat less vol- 
ume this week. But notwithstanding these bearish influ- 
ences the quotations are generally unchanged. This fea- 
ture of the situation is accounted for by the fact that all 
the mills of the country are still pretty well supplied with 
orders and for the additional and very important reason 
that the manufacturers fear that they will be obliged to 
pay more money for their labor than they paid last year. 
They are therefore disinclined to accept contract business 
at prevailing prices. In other words, the.paper makers do 
not know where they stand and are not going to take 
chances on the future, Already extra demands have been 
made of the mill owners in various sections of the country, 
particularly in Wisconsin and in Holyoke, Mass. These 
demands, if granted, mean increased cost of manufacture 
and consequent higher prices. An advance in quotations is 
therefore not unlikely when the demand grows stronger. 
But even if no advance should be made before next fall 
it seems safe to predict that no further decline in prices will 
take place this spring. A better understanding of the situ- 
ation, however, will come to paper men after the results of 
the annual convention‘ of the International Brotherhood 
of Paper Makers are known. This convention will be held 
at Erie, Pa., on’ May 12. Meantime, things are “at sixes 
and sevens” in the industry. What with actual strikes, 
labor demands, increased cost of manufacture and a less- 
ened demand, the mill owners are not in a very happy 
frame of mind. “If,” as they say, “we could only know just 
where we stand on the labor question for the next three to 
five years we could go ahead and do business, but as things 
are now we are afraid to take long time contracts, for we 
do not know what minute our men will make further de- 
mands on us. It is not so much that we are opposed to 
granting the demands of the men as it is that we want 
uniformity of hours and wages in the mills making the 
same kinds of paper, and, besides, we want a fixed schedule 
of hours and wages to continue for a few years at least.” 
In regard to the market situation this week it can be said 
that all grades hold about the same positions as they occu- 
pied last week. 





Plenty of Business at Holyoke.

with the movement of previous weeks. Prices on low 
grade manila papers are said to show a downward ten 
dency, but the largest manufacturers of manilas in this 
section of the country claim that they have made no 
change in quotations for several weeks, and that the 
conditions governing the making of paper are such as to 
keep prices up. The manufacturing company referred to 
says its orders are very large and numerous, calling for 
more tonnage than jts machines can turn out from day to 


day. Reports from some quarters show a little weak 


ness in book papers, and mill deliveries are being made 
more freely than in past weeks. Such conditions are not 
general, however, since many mills are still several weeks 
behind in their shipments, and will not take an order for 
quick delivery. The local trade is advised of possible 
labor troubles in Holyoke, which may force every mill in 
that city to close down for a time, pending the adjustment 
of the differences. There is a good deal of uncertainty 
ahead of the paper making industry.

Larger Volume of Trade in Philadelphia.

Traffic Congestion in Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, April 13, 1903.—Under some conditions 
it seems impossible to improve the state of trade, yet there 
are certain barriers which are bound to have their effect, 
and which will influence the volume of business for many 
months. The barrier naw is the traffic congestion that 
continues in this vicinity and promises to so continue for 
several months. “I notice that Dun and Bradstreet report 
less friction from that cause,” remarked a Hamilton man- 
ufacturer this week; “but if there has been any improve- 
ment I doubt that it has been noticed here. One of the 
principal railroads of this section which reaches every mill 
door in the Miami Valley lost nine engines in wrecks and 
by other disabling events, and has made strenuous but 
futile efforts to replace all of them. Other lines have been 
crippled similarly, not to say anything of the increased 
traffic that had been thrown upon an extra equipment 
when all things were normal.

Improved Business in Wisconsin. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Appteton, Wis., April 13, 1903—The demand for book, 
fibre and manila papers showed a perceptible improvement 
last week, and manufacturers say the temper of the market 
indicates that the upward tendency will continue. Flat 
papers remain in great request. Prices in all grades, how- 
ever, are a subject of considerable dissatisfaction. Costs 
are all the time increasing. 

“Take the item of coal alone,” said one manufacturer to 
me today. “I venture to say that the price of coal at pres- 
ent averages in all grades used in this valley 30 per cent 
Where is the mill to get this out? 
It is certainly not getting it out of the price of paper. It 
is how coming out of the profits of the mill. There doesn’t 
seem to be much prospect of coal getting cheaper either. 
The coal strike vastly increased the demand for bituminous 
in the East, and people having found they could use it to

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“ NEWS BOARD” WINS, 


Elkhart Egg Case Company Declared 
to Be an Infringer. 





Decision by the United States Circuit Court of Appeals— 
The Decision of the Circuit Court Is Reversed and 
Injunction as Piayed for Granted—Some 
Features of the Litigation. 





(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 
Cuicaco, April 14, 1903.—In the case of the National 
News Board Company vs. Elkhart Egg Case Company, a 
decision has been handed down in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in favor of the former. The de- 
cree of the Circuit Court is reversed, with instructions to 
enter decree for injunction as prayed for in bill. M. 


According to the decision handed down at Chicago on 
luesday of this week the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals reverses the decision of Judge Baker, of the Cir- 
cuit Court, in the case of the National News Board Com- 
pany, of New York vs. the Elkhart Egg Case Company, 
of Elkhart, Ind. The National News Board Company is 
therefore the winner in its suit for infringement of the 
McEwan patent, which it owns, for making boards from 
old newspapers. The court granted the injunction prayed 
for in the bill of equity filed by the complaining company. 

The decision of the Circuit Court of Appeals in this case 
was received with expressions of delight at the New York 
office of the United Box Board and Paper Company, which 
company owns nearly all the stock of the National News 
Board Company. The reason for this spirit of jubilation 
is to be found in the fact that since the decision. of Judge 
Baker, filed on April 8 of last year, dismissing the com- 
plaint, the conviction has been strong in many minds that 
the Circuit Court of Appeals would affirm the decision of 
the judge for the district of Indiana. In his opinion, 
which is printed in full in THe Paver Trape JourNnat of 
May 29, 1802, Judge Baker used emphatic language in de- 
nying the infringement charged. He even went so far as to 
say that if the validity of the patent were in question he 
would “hesitate to hold the patent valid on the ground that 
it seems to be wanting in patentable novelty.” In view of 
Judge Baker’s adverse decision, the victory won by the 
National News Board Company this week in having that 
decision reversed by a higher court is particularly pleasing 
to the officials of that company and also to those of the 
United Box Board and Paper Company. 

As a copy of the decree has not yet reached New York 
the grounds for the court’s decision cannot be given at 
this time. It is surmised in the trade, however, that the 
court was influenced by the fact that the Circuit Court 
had already granted two injunctions for infringement of 
the patent, namely, in the suit brought in 1894 by the 
McEwan Brothers Company vs. White, of White & 
Wells, of Waterbury, Conn., and in that of the McEwan 
Brothers Company vs. George W. Downs et al., which 
was decided in 1899. This injunction against the Elkhart 
Egg Case Company is therefore the third one granted to 
the owners of the McEwan patent. With this record of 
victory the owners of the patent are justified in feeling 
very well pleased. 

As appeals to the United States Supreme Court from 
the decision of the Circuit Court of Appeals are not al- 
lowed, except in exceptional cases, it is unlikely that the 
injunction obtained this week will be vacated. But not- 
withstanding the satisfaction felt over this victory the 
owners of the patent are no doubt somewhat disturbed 
over their suit for infringement now pending against the 
Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing Company, of Phila- 
delphia, Pa. In this suit the validity of the patent is ques- 
tioned and infringement denied. It is also common re- 
port in connection with the Philadelphia case that a dozen 
or more board manufacturers have banded together for 
the purpose of helping the defense, because of their fear 
of future action against themselves should the National 
News Board Company win its suit against the Philadel- 
phia company, and because these gentlemen want the 
validity of the McEwan patent definitely settled.

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THEORY AND PRACTICE OF BEATING 


Clayton Beadle, F. C. S., Continues His Discussion on the 
Subject—The Total Expenditure of Power 
—The Time Required, 


With the new twine ends, the output of the breaker is 
greater than that of the new rags, as might be expected, 
Says Clayton Beadle in the British Paper Maker. In 
the beater the orders are reversed, the output of the 
beater being less with the new twine ends than with the 
new rags; and with the refiner the output is the same in 
both cases, as it took twenty minutes in each case to pass 
the contents of a 5 hundredweight engine through.

The above table brings all materials together for com- 
parison. The first column gives the total power con- 
sumption from start to finish in horse power hour, giving 
the order of the power consumption with the least at the 
top. For the purpose of comparison, sulphite wood, 
which is the least, is reduced in column two to 100. This 
shows the following relationships: 

Manila rope requires 87% more power than sulph. wood 
New jute threads requires 110% ‘ 

New twine ends require 273% - » 

New linen threads re-

New rags require....... 409% 

Thus, it will be seen that the consumption of power for 
the reduction of sulphite wood is only about half that of 
new jute threads, and considerably less than a quarter 
that of new linen threads, and only about one-fifth the 
quantity required to reduce new rags to pulp. This fact 
alone, apart from any other consideration, must very ma- 
terially favor the use of wood pulp as against most other

materials. The difference will be even greater in beaters 
having an independent means of circulation. The Hol- 
lender is generally acknowledged, speaking comparatively, 
to be a more economical machine for treating strong 
rags than for weak material and vice versa. It is re- 
garded, on the other hand, as a most extravagant ma- 
chine for materials which do not require so much reduc- 
tion, as in the case of “chemical,” but more particularly 
in the case of “mechanical.” It is probable, therefore, 
that we should see a greater difference between sulphite 
wood and new rags for instance, if all these materials 
were tried and compared in another form of beater. 
There is some considerable risk of the foregoing state- 
ments being misunderstood. When I state that the Hol- 
lander is a more economical machine for treating one 


larger proportion of time than with any of the others 
is given up to the “breaking in,”-reducing the time fo: 
actual beating to only 28 per cent. of the whole. The 
average amount of time devoted to the refining is about 
8 per cent. of the total time. 

It must be pointed out that the actual refining takes 
a very short time, being only that which the stuff takes to 
pass through the refiner. But the time here given is that 
necessary to pass the contents of one engine through the 
refiner; in the case of the breaking in and beating the 
time given is the actual time of treatment. With any 
form of rag the breaking in would naturally require a 
considerable proportion both of time and power with 
thread, but the proportion of power for breaking in would, 
or should, be less, for the simple reason that the function

particular class of material, I merely wish to convey that 
it shows up to better advantage as against other types of 
beater with that particular class of material. 

Table VI gives a comparison of the time devoted to 
each operation; the first three columns (A, B, C) give 
the actual time, and D gives the time of all three added 
together; E, F and G are calculated from A, B, C and D. 

With sulphite wood 83 per cent. of the total time is 
devoted to the beating, leaving 17 per cent. for refining, 
but it will be noticed that the refining takes longer in 
the case of sulphite wood than with the other materials; 
with the manila rope 59 per cent. of the total time as 
taken up by the breaking in, 33 per cent. by the beating 
and only 8 per cent. by the refining. There is not a great 
deal of difference between the manila rope, the new jute 
threads and the new twine threads as regards the per- 


centage of time devoted to each operation, but as will. 


be seen there is a considerable difference in the actual 
time devoted to each operation. With the new rags a

They Hold a Meeting at the Galt House in Louisville—A 
Good Attendance—They Attend to Some Business 
and Then Enjoy Themselves. 


Loursvitte, Ky., April 11, 1903.—The Central States 
Paper Dealers’ Association, an organization of paper job- 
bers in the cities of the Central States, held its annual 
meeting here yesterday. The association is composed of 
the leading jobbers in Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland, Buffalo, 
Rochester, Pittsburg, Columbus, Cincinnati; Dayton, In- 
dianapolis, Terre Haute and Louisville. All these cities 
were represented at the meeting except Buffalo and Roch- 
ester. 

The purpose of the organization is to enable the jobbers 
to meet each other and to discuss questions of mutual in- 
terest. The session at the Galt House yesterday morning 
was devoted to transacting the business of the meeting. 
A luncheon was served at 1 o’clock in the ordinary of the 
hotel, and in the afternoon the visitors went through the 
houses of the local dealers, the Louisville Paper Company 
and the J. C. Parker Paper Company. 

Last evening the members of the association were enter- 
tained by Mr. T. F. Smith, president of the Louisville Pa- 
per Company, and by Mr. J. C. Parker, of the J. C. Parker 
Paper Company, at a banquet which was served at Seel- 
bach’s Hotel. 


Consumers Paper Company Is Responsible. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 11, 1903.—The Supreme Court 
decided today that, in the absence of the superintendent of 
the Consumers Paper Company, of Muncie, Rush Evans, 
the president, had a right to give an emergency order to 
turn on the natural gas from a main running from a well 
unused for some time, and that Harry J. Eyer, engineer, 
who was burned as a result of the president’s order, is 
entitled to the $2,000 damages awarded by the Delaware 
Circuit Court.

to an abandoned well might furnish some fuel. He turned 
on the valve after shouting to a workman named Young 
and asking him if the valves of the small pipes in the 
boilers were closed. Young said they were, but the gas 
came on, and no sooner had the engineer, Eyer, lighted 
the fire under one boiler than there was an explosion of 
gas escaping under another boiler. 

The Supreme Court holds that Evans, president of the 
company, was negligent because he did not himself see that 
the valves under the boilers were closed before he opened 
the valve from the big pipe into the little ones serving 
the boilers.

wood at 100. It will be noticed that the new jute threads 
take 11 per cent. longer, manila rope 33 per cent. longer, 
new twine ends 44 per cent. longer and the new linen 
threads and new rags are equal in time, and take 75 
per cent. longer for the total time of beating than sulphite. 

On comparing Tables V and VII it will furthermore be 
noticed that material taking the least power per hundred- 
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weight of stuff treated also takes the least time, and that 
the two materials taking the most power have been longest 
in treatment, and that the other materials arranged them- 
selves in this order, with the exception of new jute threads 
and manila rope, which are transposed. 

The table below deals more particularly with the en- 
gines themselves, or, rather, the power absorbed by each 
engine apart from output. In Column A the time of 
treatment is represented. Column B gives the horse 
power absorbed by the breaker taken from Table I; like- 
wise, Column C gives the horse power absorbed by the 
beater; and Column D the horse power absorbed by the 
refiner. 

In order to arrive at the mean horse power absorbed 
during the treatment, it is necessary to make use of Table 
II in this chapter, together with Table II in an earlier 
paper. The total horse power hours per hundredweight 
is taken, which, when multiplied by the capacity of the 
beater, gives the total average horse power hours for the 
whole treatment. This, when divided by the total time 
of treatment, gives the total average horse power the 
mechanism has absorbed during the treatment of each 
class of material.

This 
arbitration committee shall meet at the request of the presi- 
dent of either party to the agreement at Chicago within 
thirty days after the request for a meeting, and shall take 
such evidence as it may consider pertinent to the subject. 
A majority of votes cast by this arbitration committee shall 
be binding upon both parties to the agreement. Should 
the vote result in a tie, the committee shall select a fifth 
person to act as umpire, who, for the time being, will act 
as a member of the committee and decide the dispute. 
Pending such investigation and arbitration the men shall re- 
main at work. 
The agreement continues : 


“It is further agreed between the parties hereto that a 
shop employing from two to four journeymen may employ 
one apprentice; a shop employing five journeymen may 
employ two apprentices, and a shop employing eight jour- 
neymen may employ three apprentices, and that apprentices 
shall only be first employed who are fifteen to nineteen 
years of age inclusive, the term of apprenticeship to be 
four years. Each employer agrees to register the names 
and ages of the apprentices in his employ with Local Union 
No. 26 of the Paper Rulers’ Protective Association, and 
no apprentice shall be permitted to change employers ex- 
cept by consent of the parties hereto, except that he may 
be discharged for incompetency.

“Apprentices shall be paid upon the following scale of 
wages, to wit: For the first year, $7 per week; for the sec- 
ond year, $8 per week; for the third year, $10 per week, 
and for the fourth year, $12 per week. An apprentice 
becomes a journeyman after having served four consecu- 
tive years at the ruling trade, shown average progress 
during that time and who possesses a good record for 
sobriety and punctuality.” 

The agreement fixes a minimum wage scale of $19.50 
per week for journeymen rulers during the term of the 
agreement. 

Fifty-four hours shall constitute a weeks’ work, overtime 
to be paid for at the regular rate and one-half more. On 
Sunday, New Year’s, July 4, Labor Day, Thanksgiving 
and Christmas, and on Saturdays after 5 p. m., double 
time must be paid. 

The union agrees not to strike dyring the term of the 
agreement, and the Typothete agree not to employ paper 
rulers outside of the union unless the latter shall be unable 
to furnish a competent man. 

The agreement goes into effect today, and continues in 
force two years, and thereafter until ninety days’ notice of 
a desire by either party to change it. M.

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‘The Newsboard Decision. 


We print on another page the news as to the decision 
rendered in Chicago on Tuesday by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in the matter of the National News- 
board Company against the Elkhart Egg Case Company. 
This is a case on appeal from the United States Circuit 
Court in which the National Newsboard Company charged 
that the Elkhart Egg Case Company was an infringer of 
the McEwan patent on newsboards which it owned. The 
Circuit Court decided that there was no infringement, and 
this decision has just been repealed by the Appellate Court. 
The full text of the decision is not yet before us, and we, 
therefore, cannot speak in detail of the points made by the 
court. 

The decision, however, does not go to the validity of the 
patent. The question of infringement was the only one be- 
fore the court, and on that the National Newsboard Com- 
pany has won its contention. The question of validity, how- 
ever, will come up later in the suit brought by the Na- 
tional Newsboard Company against the Philadelphia Paper 
Manufacturing Company, the outcome of which is awaited 
with a great deal of interest by every manufacturer who is 
making boards from old papers. The case is now being 


heard, and the testimony being introduced is very long, 


so that it will probably be a considerable period before any 
result is reached. 

The McEwan patent has now three decisions in infringe- 
ment cases to its credit, and should it win on the question 
of validity it will have control of the newsboard field. 


The Labor Situation. 


At present there is very considerable uneasiness in the 
paper industry, due to the fact that no one is able to pre- 
dict with any certainty what the outcome of the present 
labor agitation will be. There has been a succession of 
minor disputes between employers and employees, but they 
have been settled easily. Now, however, in both the East 
and the West a large body of employees have made certain 
demands on the owners of a large number of mills. 

In Wisconsin the union mef on Sunday last decided that 
if their demand for the short week is not granted by Satur- 
day they will leave their work and go on strike. It is to 
be hoped that matters will not reach the extreme of a 
strike, but will be settled in a reasonable and fair way 
satisfactory to both parties. 

In the East or, to be more specific, at Holyoke, Eagle 
Lodge, the largest organization of employees in the in- 
dustry, has formally presented to the mill owners a de- 
mand for an increase of wages, the demand being accom- 
panied by schedules showing the wages now in force and 
those desired. The manufacturers are asked to give their 
answer to the demand during the early part of next month. 
Coupled with the demand for higher wages is one that the 
mills be unionized. 

In Michigan there is also trouble at some of the mills, 
and it is rumored that the men there may strike at the 
same time as their fellow workers in Wisconsin. . 

We sincerely trust that the questidns in dispute in both 
the East and the West will be determined by means other 
than that of stopping the operation of the plants. Un- 
doubtedly the manufacturers are now in better shape to 
adopt that course than they have been for a long time, for 
while there is an active demand for mill product, it is not

The Lewis Bill. 


The Lewis bill, or, as it is now called, the Water Storage 
bill, that is now before the New York Legislature, has 
been amended in several respects, one amendment provid- 
ing that no dam shall be built on lands that constitute a 
private park, and another being construed as prohibiting 
logging on streams that have been made public highways. 

The antagonisin to the bill seems to come almost en- 


tirely from those wealthy gentlen.en who are acquiring _ 


for themselves large parks in the Adirondacks, and who 
object very decidedly to anyone who does not at once 
yield his ideas to theirs. They weep for the “dear” public, 
but at the same time they ask that the locomotives on their 
private roads chartered under the express stipulation that 
they should use oil fuel in order to lessen the danger of 
firing the forests be allowed to use coal, and that laws be 
enacted to enable them to provide private estates irrespect- 
ive of the rights of the public to roads, lakes, &c. It is 
curious that the wails of these alleged philanthropists, who 
proclaim that they are so solicitous about the people’s 
rights, should be considered of so much importance. 


On another page we describe and illustrate two patents 
that have just been issued. One is for an improvement 
ii a paper making machine, by which provision is made 
to care for the accumulation on the “doctor,” so that the 
droppings do not interfere with the incoming sheet. The 
other is for an invention by a well known machine builder. 
It is a method of providing for the emptying of the fin- 
ished pulp from the beater, two streams of water being 
employed, one at the rear of the backfall, and the other 
at the return side of the vat. The pulp is readily carried 
to the discharge pipe, and the use of the rake is not neces- 
sary. 





The exports of paper are not showing any particular 
growth at present. For this week the shipments from the 
port of New York aggregated $47,997 in value, an amount 
that is neither startling nor encouraging. Japan was the 
largest buyer, her bill being $15,176, Liverpool coming 
second with a bill of $8,263, with London third, her ac- 
count being $4,468. To Australasia we shipped paper to the 
value of $3,514, to the Argentine Republic $1,814, to Colom- 
bia $3,583, to Cuba $3,590, to Mexico $1,111, and to the 
Philippines $2,518. If the results at the end of the year 
are to be at all satisfying we will have to do better than 
this. 


The sulphite market is considerably stronger,°due not 
only to the demand but also to the reduction of supplies. 
One mill that only recently came into the market has had 
to shut down and reline its digesters, so that it will be 
out of the market for a couple of months. Another mill 
that has been shut down for three months will not have 
product for the market for a long time, while a third mill 
that used to be a seller of sulphite is now a buyer in 
order to supply the needs of its own paper market. 


Talking about sulphite recalls a good story that is now 
going the rounds. It is a true tale. The “cook” in a 
well known sulphite plant reported to the superintendent 
that he could not blow off one digester, and he feared that 
something was wrong with the blow-off valve. The super- 
intendent asked several questions, and then said: “By the 
way, how much pressure is there on that digester?” “About 
125 pounds,” was the startling reply. “Well,” said the 
superintendent, “if you have 125 pounds on that digester 
you better go home and stay in bed until that pressure is 
reduced.” 


The Supreme Court of Indiana has decided that a paper 
company is responsible for an accident to an employee, be- 
cause the president of the company, who in an emergency 
took charge of matters himself in the absence of the super- 
intendent, did not personally see that everything was right 
about the valve through which the damage was caused, in- 
stead of ordering an employee to do it. The court holds 
that the president should have himself known that the valve 
was properly closed. Under that decision presidents of 
companies in Indiana will have their hands full. 


This week we reprint a continuation of Mr. Clayton 
Beadle’s articles in the British Paper Maker on the “Theory 
and Practice of Beating.” This series has been and is 
noi only interesting but instructive, and some of the lead- 
ing paper makers on this side of the water are reading 
them very closely. Even thdse who differ with Mr. 
Beadle in his opinion cannot fail to be interested in the 
experiments of which he gives the results.

The annual report of the Union Bag and Paper Com- 
pany, held this week, shows that the company is making 
progress. Notwithstanding large improvements, it shows 
an enlarged profit account and an addition to its surplus of 
$80,748, making its total surplus $846,980. Evidently the 
business of making paper bags has not yet gone to the 
“demnition bow-wows.” 


An interesting account of the method of making paper 
money as practiced by the natives of-the Philippines is 
given by our correspondent who is now on the spot. The 
methods are certainly rude, both in the making of the paper 
and in printing on it the necessary legends. The ordinary 
rubber stamp is quite a factor in the matter.

Barrett Manufacturing Company’s New Mill.

Mr. Adams stated that he has had options on 35 acres 
of land adjoining the Clarke distillery property for some 
time, and that the only thing that stood in the way was 
the matter of the P. and P. U. sidetrack, and now that that 
had been settled he was ready to purchase the property as 
soon as he received assurance from the railroad people that 
the sidetrack would be put in at once. 

When the plant is ready for operation it will be the 
largest roofing felt mill in the United States, and the capac- 
ity will be 40 tons per day, and about 100 men will be 
given employment. The largest building will be the rag 
storage house, which will be 35 feet high and 75 by 350 
feet in dimensions, with a capacity of 5,000 tons. The rag 
cutting house will be of two stories, and 80 by 140 feet 
in size. Then comes the beating engine room, three stories 
high, and 121 by 140 feet in dimensions. The steam en- 
gine room will be in size 50 by 140 feet and one story, and 
the boiler house 60 by 100 feet, with a chimney 200 feet 
high and flue of 11 feet 6 inches in diameter. The machine 
room will be two stories and 62 by 210 feet, and the rotary 
room two stories, 80 by 105 feet. Then there will be two 
warehouses for the storage of the finished product, both 
one story in height—one 75 by 90-feet and the other 
75 by 109 feet. The land upon which the industry will ‘be 
located is the property of E. J. Darst. 





North American Lumber and Pulp Reorganization. 

The reorganization of the North American Lumber and 
Pulp Company has been completed and the interests repre- 
sented by Henry Patton, of Albany, have now absolute 
control of the corporation. Despite adverse conditions in 
1902, the properties in Nova Scotia are said to have earned 
more than the fixed charges. Properties are about to be 
acquired in Newfoundland. These embrace some 320 
square miles. It has been determined to limit the annual 
output to 5 per cent. of the available timber to insure a

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PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Paper Making Machine, Invented by Joseph F. Obert— 
Method of Emptying Beating Engines, Invented 
by Edward A. Jones, 


Joseph F. Obert, of Millcreek, Pa., has been granted 
patent No. 724,732 on a paper making machine. 

Fig. 1 shows a perspective view of the preferred con- 
struction; Fig. 2. a side elevation, partly in section, of an 
alternative construction. 

A A mark the rolls, and the broken lines B B the line 
of paper upon which the rolls are arranged to operate. The 
doctor C is arranged in its usual position, so as to prevent 
anything carried up by the upper roll from passing around 
and into the nip. Immediately back of the doctor is a 
trough, into which accumulations on the doctor pass. A 
conveyer E of any desired construction is arranged in the 
trough. The construction shown in Fig. 1, wherein the 
conveyer is in the form of a belt e is preferable. This belt 
is carried at one end by the spool e’. The spool is mounted 
in the bracket e*. The opposite end of the belt is carried 
by the spool ¢é’, carried by the bracket e*. The spool 
é’ is driven by the gear e*, which is driven by the gear ¢*. 
These are driven from the shaft e’ and the driving pulley 
e*, which may be run from any convenient source of power. 
The rear of the trough is preferably provided with the 
elevated side E’ to prevent any accumulation dropping over 
the back of the trough, The doctor and conveyer are prefer-

ably arranged on one frame. These are carried by the 
trunnions E’ E’. 

The operation of the device can be readily understood 
from the drawings. The matter accumulating on the 
doctor C passes on to the conveying belt ¢, and is carried 
to the side of the machine and dropped. In this manner 
any accumulation is prevented, and consequently there can 
be no dropping on the incoming paper. Furthermore, the 
weight of the doctor is kept substantially uniform. 

In the alternative construction shown in Fig. 2 the 
doctor C’ has the apron C’ extending from it, and is sup- 
ported by the trunnion C’.. The conveyer E* is arranged 
in a separate frame E* from that of the doctor. Its pur- 
pose and general operation are the same as that of the 
construction shown in Fig. 1. 

Edward A. Jones, of Pittsfield, Mass., has been granted 
patent No. 724,880 on a method of emptying beating 
machines. 

Fig. 1 is a plan view of the beating engine, parts being 
broken out. Fig. 2 is a longitudinal sectional elevation of 
the same, parts being shown in elevation. Fig. 3 is an en- 
larged transverse section of part of the same on the lines 
3 3 of Figs. 1 and 4, and Fig. 4 is a sectional plan view of 
the same. 

In emptying beating engines of the pulp as heretofore 
practiced it was necessary to employ rakes, by the use of 
which the attendant in charge of the beating engine raked 
the finished pulp from the head end of the vat and from 
the return side down to the discharge pipe in the lower 


end of the vat. As such finished pulp is of about a semi- 
fluid consistency, it adheres strongly to the sides and bot- 
tom of the vat, and hence does not flow readily by its 


own gravity to the discharge pipe. 

Now in order to empty the vat quickly and without 
manual labor the inventor subjects the bottom portion of 
the sluggish pulp mass to the action of one or more forceful 
undercurrents produced by jets of water or other fluid un- 
der pressure, preferably making use of two distinct under- 
currents—one to act on the pulp at the rear of the backfall 
and the other at the return side of the vat—so that the 


pulp is readily set in motion and carried to the discharge 
pipe of the vat. 

The beating engine shown in the drawings consists of a 
vat A, having the beating drum B, backfall C, midfeather 
D, and discharge pipe E, leading from the lower end of 
the vat at the bottom A’ thereof to carry the pulp to a 
suitable place of discharge. Under the rear wall of the 
backfall C is arranged a pressure chamber F, extending 
from the front side of the vat A to the midfeather D, and 
the said pressure chamber is formed with a jet opening F’ 
for discharging water under pressure into or under the 
pulp or stock at the bottom of the vat and in the direction 
in which the pulp or stock is intended to flow. A supply 
pipe G opens into the pressure chamber F and is connected 
with a suitable supply, such as a tank containing water 
located overhead, to discharge water under pressure into 
the pressure chamber F, the water then passing under 
pressure out of the jet opening F’. 

A short pipe G’ extends through the midfeather D to 
connect the pressure chamber F with a second pressure 
chamber H, formed under a portion of the gusset I at the 
return side of the midfeather D, as plainly indicated in the 
drawing, special reference being had to Figs. 1, 3 and 4. 
From the pressure chamber H lead a number of jet open- 
ings I’, formed by making the gusset I+in sections I’, set 
at angles one to the other and slightly spaced apart at the 
overlapping ends. (See Fig. 4.) 

Now it will be seen that a portion of the water or other 
fluid passing through the pipe G into the pressure chamber 
H passes under pressure into the pressure chamber H and 
through the jet openings I’ under the pulp at the return 
side of the vat to insure a ready flow of the pulp down to 
the discharge pipe E. The jet openings I’ may also be 
formed by perforations in the sections I* and are preferably 
so located as to send the jets of water laterally in fan 
shape to reach the entire lower portion of the mass flowing 
down the return side of the vat. Thus when the water is 
turned on in the pipe G the water flowing out under pres- 
sure from the pressure chamber F imparts an initial motion 
to the pulp, so as to start the latter around the upper end

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PAPER MAKERS’ CONVENTION. 


International Brotherhood of Paper Makers—Annual Gather- 
ing Will Be Held at Erie, Pa.—Shorter Week and the 
Three Tour System Will Be Discussed. 


[Prom OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., April 14, 1903.—The anntal con- 
vention of the International Brotherhood of Paper Mak- 
ers, which meets in Erie, Pa., four weeks hence, prom- 
ises to be one of the liveliest in the history of the organi- 
zation. The principal matters to be disctissed will be 
the shorter week and the three tour system. .It is under- 
stood that the sentiment in favor of three tours for pa- 
per makers has grown rapidly during the past year, and 
that there is a strong possibility of the organization de- 
manding it at the coming meeting. Should this be done and 
an effort be made to force the change on manufacturers 
the effect on the paper trade will no doubt be felt in the 
way of advanced prices, for it is apparent that running 
expenses under the three tour system will be materially in- 
creased. When the shorter week was adopted a year ago 
it was argued that the output of the mills would not be 
decreased. Manufacturers have found, however, that the 
production of their plants has been curtailed. Some 
have had trouble in filling their orders. The shorter week 
has caused them much embarrassment, and a three tour 
system, with a 50 per cent. increase of their pay rolls, will 
be likely to cause them much more, hence they are look- 
ing forward with some interest to the action of the paper 


makers’ convention. Aside from the question of hours of 
labor the convention will have nothing to consider that 
is of special moment to manufacturers. 

The question of removing the headquarters of the 
Brotherhood to some point more centrally located than 
this city is being agitated to some extent. The accumula- 
tion of a defense fund appears to be the sttbject of gen- 
eral discussion, and that proposition will probably take 
mitch of the tite of the delegates. So far as known here 
the services of the present president and secretary of the 
Brotherhood have been satisfactory the past yeat, so it 
seems probable that they will be re-elected. B. 


PHILIPPINE PAPER MONEY. 


(Continued from page $02.) 


There is a narrow slot cut in the side of the box next 
the delivery end, and through this slot the pulp is forced 
in a sheet-like form. The feeble sheet of thin pulp is 
received on a moving apron and is carried to properly 
set rolls. These rolls receive and press the sheet, while 
heat is given the sheet in sufficient temperature to cause 
drying and hardening by means of steam passing through 
bamboo pipes. In the meantime the silken threads that 
are used in the making of American paper stock for cur- 
rency, and which are deposited on the pulp sheets at this 
stage, are substituted by the native goat hairs, and these 
are fed by native boys to the moving pulp sheets through 
bamboo tubes. The hairs are pressed firmly into the 
pulpy sheets as the rolling progresses. 


The sheets ate now taken outside and suspended over 


racks for drying in the sun. The process of drying is 
finished in a short while, and the stock is then ready for 
rolling up and storage until needed for printing. 

Figure V is a drawing of one of the stamps employed 
by the native printers of currency. A great amount of 
the work is executed by penmen with ordinary pen and 
ink, and the amount of labor expended, in the eyes of an 
American, is tedious. The natives have a few stamping 
devices and own presses of a crude nature. In all of 
Iloilo, the second city of importance in the Philippine 
archipelago, while I was there, a year ago, there was only 
ofie old style Washington press, worked with a hand 
screw. The stamps are made with the raised letter and 
the printers stamp accordingly. One of the stamp pads 
is presented in Figure VI. It is of the common red ink 
stamping order, and useful to the money printer of these 
islands. 

The most fantastic individual I saw in the native paper 
works was the party entrusted with counting the sheets 
of paper and cut portions. He had a ring on his “count- 
ing finger” like that in Figure VII. There was a ray of 
pearls or some sort of glistening stone in the ring that 
dazzled your eyes while you watched him count. His 
finger nail on that finger was long and soiled. It is a 
custom of the country to have one or more long nails, 
and one gets used to seeing such things. The counter 
not only counts the unprinted, but also the printed sheets. 

In Figure VIII is exhibited a little bundle of the fin- 
ished bills which the man of the flashing ring has counted 
and packed and neatly tied up ready for the bank.

PAPER.—While the tone of the market is quiet, still 
there is a fair demand for the different grades. The fact, 
however, that the demand is not as active as it was expected 
to be during March and April has caused considerable com- 
plaint and has led to the belief that less than an average 
business was being done. In this opinion those best in- 
formed on the subject do not agree, as they realize that the 
production of all the mills is being consumed as fast as it 
reaches the market and that up to date there are no stocks 
of paper accumulated either in the hands of the dealers or 
by the manufacturers. The market, therefore, cannot be 
said to be weak while this state of affairs continues. How- 
ever, it is generally admitted that the volume of new busi- 
ness is not as large as it was earlier in the year. Just why 
this should be so it is difficult to explain; still it is safe to 
say that the very unfavorable weather has had con- 
siderable to do with the reduction in the demand. But 
notwithstanding this falling off in the demand the various 
grades of paper are holding their own remarkably well. 
The single exception is the cheap grade of Manila papers. 
For some reason the low priced Wrapping papers continue 
weak. Book papers are also said to be not quite as strong 
as they were, although there have been no material reduc- 
tions in the prices. Some of the smaller mills are reported 
as having made slight concessions to their customers. 
Writings continue strong at the old figures. News paper 
is practically unchanged, being held quite firm. Boards 
are also strong. In short, it may be said that while the 
market is not as ‘strong as it has been, the fear of further 
labor troubles has a tendency to keep it firm. We quote:

Lewiston, .Me., April 13, 1903.—The Supreme Court last 
Wednesday issued an injunctign restraining fifty-nine saw- 
mill and pulp and paper mill owners and companies on the 
Kennebec and its tributaries from throwing any refuse ma- 
terials, such as edgings, shavings, débris, wood refuse, long 
sawdust or common sawdust into the Kennebec River. The 
pulp mills included are the International Paper Company, of 
Solon; Skowhegan Pulp Company, and Bowdoin Manu- 
facturing Company, of Skowhegan. This is the final out- 
come of the famous suit of the Lockwood Company and 
the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company, of Waterville, 
against the mill owners which it took several months to 
try out, the decision being in favor of the plaintiffs. A re- 
straining order previous to this injunction had issued from 
the court taking effect February 1. It is claimed that cer- 
tain ones,of the mill owners have not’ closely observed 
that order.
